SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine The Picture's Me And My Boobs Annual 2003 is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

Due to the way the magazine treats matters of sex in terms of s3(l) of the Films Videos 
and Publications Classification Act, the publication's general availability will be 
injurious to younger viewers. Younger viewers will not have the maturity and 
experience to deal with the level of sexualised nudity, and in particular the degrading, 
demeaning and dehumanising comments that accompany each nude pictorial Therefore 
in order to prevent injury to the public good a restriction to an adult audience is 
considered necessary. 

Due to the way the publication treats matters of sex a restriction to an adult audience is 
considered a reasonable limitation of the freedoms and rights outlined insl4ofthe 
New Zealand Bill Of Rights Act 1990. 
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
